Tokyo, Sept. H—General MacArthur, shunning all fanfare 
as a conqueror, entered Tokyo today with fully armed troops 
of the First Cavalry Division and officially signalized the 
occupation of this war-wrecked city with a IO-mi nut** dag 
raining ceremony, 


. The supreme commander of the Allied powers was stem 
of visage and firm of voice at the U. S. embassy grounds— 
within five minutes drive of Emperor Hirohito’s palace—as 
he ordered: 


“Have our country’s flag unfurled and in To­ 
kyo's sun let it wave in its full glory as a symbol 
of hope for oppressed and as a harbinger of victory 
for the right.” 


I he general and his men, covering the last mile of the 
long road from Australia, came aa the first foreign victors 
ever to enter this heart of surrendered Japan In their hour 
of triumph, they were all business. 


No Parade of Pomp 
There was no parade of pomp. The word had been out 
that tile men would march from the Diet building to the 
embassy. 
Instead, they moved in so unostentatiously with their 
trucks, jeeps and weapons-caTriers that the sight of the 
flag— the one which dew over the capitol in Washington, 
December 7, 1941, then in triumph over Rome and Berlin 
— was the first notice to many Tokyo residents that the 
Americana had come. 
Maj. Gen. William C. Chase’s proud First Cavalry Divi­ 
sion had a huge sign ready, lettered “First Cavalry Division 
— first in Tokyo.” as they waited at Chofu, on the southwest 
outskirts. 
But they had to leave it hanging on a tree at the 
roadside. 
Even guidons were removed from the armored vehicles 
in compliance with Mac Arthur’s direction for a simple 
entrance. An attempt of a group of Texans to dy the Lone 
Star state dag brought a sharp reprimand from General 
( base. 
“Get that down— no dags,” he said. 
Even Tanks Are Left Behind 
Tanks had rolled up to the outskirts. They halted there. 
MacArthur chose not to bring them in unless needed, to 
avoid further damaging Tokyo’s streets. 
The raising of the dug over the embassy grounds— 
rather than over a Japanese building such as the Diet, 
in the gesture of an arrogant conqueror— was impressive in 
its simplicity. 
MacArthur’* face, behind which he often hides his 
emotions, was of serious mien. 
He arrived shortly before the l l a. rn. ceremony (IO 
p. rn. Friday Eastern War Time) after motoring from Yoko­ 
hama. His khaki-colored car with five stars rolled up a short 
incline within the embassy compound through an honor guard 
of the Seventh Regiment, First Cavalry Division, with fixed 
bayonets. 
The guard extended from the embassy ground for two 
blocks. At the end of the line clusters of Japanese gathered 
in mild curiosity. 
There had been little interest evidenced by the Japanese 
in the troops’ arrival, not even among the groups of office 
workers in downtown Tokyo.

They greeted General Chase. 
MacArthur walked swiftly to a position in front of 
the ornate but now empty, lily pond in the center of the 
embassy compound. 
The clear notes of “The General’s March” floated over 
the quiet Azabu district from the First Cavalry band. 
MacArthur then spoke his terse flag-raising order to 
General Eichelberger, who saluted. 
Atop the chancellery building, IOO yards distant, three 
cavalry veterans stood on the twisted, rusted metal roof 
amid black embers. The building had l>een damaged by a 
B-29 fire raid May 25. 
They slowly raised the hag up the 30-foot {Mile while the 
band played the “Star Spangled Banner.” 
No Japanese Are Present 
Admiral Halsey stood silently at attention. His long, 
shaggy brows seemed shaggier still. A little later, he looked 
around the embassy garden, then stared in unabashed con­ 
centration at the flag as if thinking of the long, hard pull 
which had brought his Third Fleet to Tokyo bay. 
MacArthur held a stiff salute until the flag reached the 
top. Ut* seemed absorbed by the significance of the occasion. 
No Japanese were present. 
Protected by a hillside, not a breath of wind ruffled the 
flag, It hung limply from the roof of the chancellery above 
blasted chimneys and ripped iron installations.

'Hie Backbone Is undoubtedly the 
most wonderful human highway in 
all this world! It holds up tile man, 
culm inating its most important of­ 
fice by helping him to keep las head 
oil straight! So im portant is the 
Backbone that people have made 
a phrase out of it, as when they 
say that he has a weak or stiff 
Backbone, 
m eaning 
a weak 
or 
strong character, as Melville has 
suggested. 
Break this great bony structure 
and it often is fatal. Even a bad 
injury is most serious. But what 
a noble piece of architecture it is 
in health! It Is tragic that some 
men abuse it as they do. and women 
as well. Keep it upstanding and 
half the battle of life 
is won in 
advance. Upon it is perched the
